1. Tape Feed — 3% ips, constant speed regulation with WOW and flutter 
less than ±0.2%; no-rewind continuous loop; CYCLE-GUARD (R) tabs 
spliced directly on tape loop for positive synchronization. 

2. Tape Cartridges — a ready-to-go cartridge (see ±3 below) provided 
with each GP360 tape unit without additional charge. Cartridges slip 
into case without need to handle tape, are interchangeable, and re- 
recordable.
